BOSSY ON THE EXPRESS 
As the full story of the American war effort comes to light, some 
startling incidents will be recorded. 
For example, it was found necessary 
to make heavy express shipments of dairy cows. 
During 1944 there were 
39 7 carloads of cows transported by express and for the first nine months 
of this year, 345 carloads. 
Apparently this was all in the day’s work for the express company 
which handles livestock, even in peace-time. 
But it would have astonished 
the originator of the Railway Express Agency, who carried the parcels 
of his clients in a carpet bag. 
He would have been even more astounded 
could he have seen some other war-time merchandise that passed through 
the expediting channels of express during the war years— ammunition, 
guns, tank parts, truck parts, serums and a thousand other things of 
war that became routine matters. 
Special trainloads of aiplanes were 
handled with the same dispatch that was formerly accorded the carpet bag, 
and so wee smpments of millions of pints of blood for the Red Cross in 
refrigerated containers. 
The war-time record of express is one of countless industrial epics. 
Most of them the public will never hear about. 
The sum total of these 
epics brought victory to the United States, and proved the soundness of

Cotton Crop of Nation 
Dropped Considerably 


Jones County cotton crop produc­ 
ers are informed this week by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
that the 1945 cotton crop estimate 
is down considerably. 
The department predicts a 1945 
crop now of 9,195,000 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight. 
This is based 
on December 1 crop reports. 
This estimate is 173,000 bales less 
than the November 1 forecast. 
Pro­ 
duction, it will be recalled, last year 
was 12,230,000 bales and for the 
10-year period (1924-1934) average 
was 12,293,000 bales. 
Average yield of lint per acre this 
year has been estimated at 249.6 
pounds, but 18.6 pounds above the 
10-year average.

EVERYTHING ELECTRICAL 
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Sergeant Foy Pribble, Released from Nippon Prison 
Camp, Endured “Death March,” Slim Diets, Labor 


By Doris P op e McKin n ey 


Sergeant Foy Pribble, back at last 
from the prison camps and hell-holes 
prepared by the Japanese for the 
men who held up the J — Japs’ ad­ 
vance and gave America and her 
Allies precious time to recover and 
arm, admits quite frankly that he 
did not think the future held much 
for him on that bitter morning of 
April 9, 1942, on Bataan Peninsula 
when Old Glory came down and the 
white flag went up. 
Foy is a son of Burt Pribble, rural 
mail carrier on Route 1, Hamlin, and 
Mrs. Pribble of Hobbs, New Mexico. 
He returned to the United State- 
October 12 after three years, four 
months and six days as a prisoner- 
cf-war of the Japanese imperial gov­ 
ernment. 
He was reared in Hamlin 
and is a 1932 graduate of the high 
school here. 
Foy has been here for 
two short visits with friends since 
his return. 
He is now in Hobbs on 
an 80-day furlough before being dis­ 
charged. 


“ We really did not give up hope 
until the surrender,” Foy said. “The 
night before the surrender we felt 
we would get help, for we had heard J 
by radio to be on the look-out for 
friendly planes, and we thought the 
Army would put forth every effort 
to get to us. 


“In a way, surrender was a shock. 
When that old white flag went up it 
hurt us all.” 


Rations had been small, because 
they were being saved for use some 
time later, and the men had not been 
expecting surrender. Foy declared. 


There were 
two 
meals a day. 
Seven small cans of salmon were the 
limit for a mess for 160 men. 
The 
cavalry horses and mules over on 
Corregidor were being killed for food 
and

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NEW RULING WILL 
REQUIRE NEW ONES 
TO PAY POLL TAX 


What appears to be a sweeping 
change in the regulations surround­ 
ing the payment fo poll taxes in 
Jones County and the rest of Texas, 
and which likely will cause reper­ 
cussions in th estate political races 
next summer, is the latest ruling 
from Attorney General Grover Sel­ 
lars that abolishes many exemptions 
heretofore in effect for over 40 
years. 
For instance, 
according to the 
most recent ruling, persons who are 
blind or deaf or dumb or permanent­ 
ly disabled o who have lost a hand 
cr foot, or veterans who are 40 per 
cent disabled — all of them — will 
have to pay the minimum of $1 poll 
tax, 
as 
fixed 
originally 
by 
the 
Texas constitution. 
he ruling will exempt only those 
World War II veterans who have 
been discharged within 18 months 
before the election date. This group 
may vot without holding a poll tax 
receipt. 
Persons over 60 years of age ex­ 
empt from poll tax payment by the 
Texas constitution.

Vernon’s Annotated Civil Statutes, 
are unconstitutional insofar as they 
purport to exempt the classes of 
persons therein named from the pay­ 
ment of the $1 poll tax or to make 
those classes of persons qualified 
voters without the payment of any 
poll tax.”

other words, 
the exemption 
seems to apply only to the 75 cents 
over and above the original $1. Pub­ 
lished reports from Austin this week 
say that members of the Texas State 
Guard must pay the $1 but are en­ 
titled to exemption from additional 
payment under certain conditions.

Winter Moisture Brightens Prospects 


One of the vital things in Jones and other West Texas counties is 
winter moisture, which < ver the week-end made prospects for another year 
brighten considerably. 
With an abundant supply of winter moisture we cannot only ae 
assured of crops and range in 1946, but we can rest assured that our water 
supplies, surface and underground, will be considerably replenished.

Winter Diseases That 
Affect Children Need 
Care Says State Doctor 


Young children of Hamlin 
and 
Jones County may su ffe r as much 
from w inter illnesses as they do from 
those commonly known as “summer 
complaints,” in the opinion of Dr. 
Goergd W. Cox, state health o ffi­ 
cer, and his advice to parents is to 
guard 
babies 
and 
young 
children 
aaginst these winter health hazards. 


Influenza, 
tonsilitis, 
pneumonia, 
bronchitis and asthma are included 
among those diseases which may be 
dangerous 
w inter 
illnesses 
among 
voung children since they afie ct the 
respiratory or breathing system. 


Pneumonia, in particular, may de­ 
velop from a neglected cold, it may 
follow as an after-effect of measles 
or whooping cough, or it may occur 
suddenly and with very little w arn­ 
ing. 
Diseases 
of 
the 
respiratory 
system are more prevalent in winter 
than in summer and are much more 
difficult 
to combat than digestive 
ailments such as summer complaint. 
“ These w inter diseases are espec­ 
ially dangerous to babies and young 
children,” Dr. Cox stated. 
“ Nearly 
all of them are spread through the 
secretions from the nose and mouth. 
Children not in vigorous health are 
naturally more susceptible to these 
complaints, and the first line of de­ 
fense,” Dr. Cox 
cautioned, “ is 
to 
strengthen the powers of resistance 
against disease; 
the second is 
to 
keep them 
under medical supervi­ 
sion; and the third is to make sure 
they avoid contact with others who 
have coughs, colds or fevers.”

Camp, Endured “Death March,” Slim Diets, Labor

S erg ean t Foy Pribble, back at last 
fro m the prison camps and hell-holes 
p repared by the Jap an ese for the 
m en who held up the J — Japs 
ad ­ 
vance 
and gave America 
and ber 
Allies precious time to recover and 
arm , 
admits quite frankly ta u t he 
did not think the fu tu re held much 
f o r him on th a t bitter m orning of 
April 9, 1942, on B a ta a n Peninsula 
when Old Glory cam e down and the 
white flag went up. 


Foy is a son of B u rt Drib Ie, rural 
mail c arrier on Route I, Hamlin, and 
Mrs. Pribble of Hobbs, New Mexico. 
He 
returned to the United S ta te . 
October 12 a fte r th re e years, fo ur 
months and six days as a prisoner- 
o f-war of the Ja p a n e se imperial gov­ 
ernment. 
He was reared in Hamlin 
and is a 1932 g r a d u a te of the high 
school here. 
Foy has been here for 
two short visits with friends since 
his retu rn . 
He is now in Hobbs on 
an 80-day furlough before bem g dis­ 
charged. 


“ We really did not give up hope 
until the s u rre n d e r,” Foy said. “ The 
night before the s u rre n d e r we felt) 
we would get help, fo r we had heard 
by radio to be on the look-out for 
friendly planes, and we th o ug h t the 
Army would p u t forth every e ffo rt 
to g et to us. 


“ In a way, s u r r e n d e r was a shock. 
W hen that old white flag went up it 
hurt us all.” 


Rations had

expecting surrender, Foy declared.

Diseases to Children 


Hamlin area people are again ad­ 
vised that there is no other com­ 
municable disease as dangerous as 
whooping cough to the very young, 
and there is no other disease caus­ 
ing an equal amount of suffering of 
which parents show such an unac­ 
countable disregard, not only for the 
safety of their own little ones, but 
also for the lives of the neighbors’ 
children, according to Dr. George \Y. 
Cox, state health officer. 
There li­ 
no 
natural 
immunity 
against 
this 
disease during the first six months 
of lift as there is against measles. 


It i> at this age that whooping cough 
strikes 
its 
hardest 
blow and over 
8 0 Vt of the deaths occuring in chil­ 
dren are 
under one year of age. 
The 
disease is 
usually transmitted 
by direct contact with secretions of 
the mouth or nose, and only a very 
short exposure is required to con­ 
tract the infection. 
Handkerchiefs, 
drinking cups and 
toys alae 
may 
transmit the infection.

The incubation period is commonly 
seven days. A slight fever, t v r.iia-

impossible unless a history of expos­ 
ure is obtained,’’ Dr. Cox said. When 
the “ whoop” appears there is no mis­ 


taking the disease. If there is whoop­ 
ing cough in your community, keep 
other children away from your I t- 


tle children and keep your children 
at home. Call your physician early. 
Isolation of all cases 
for at lea-: 
tw’o weeks from the development <’f

“After August 15, they treated us 
awfully well,” Poy said. “They gave 
us a lot more food. 
We had been 
getting 720 grams of food stuff a 
day. but then they increased it to 
1.000 grams. 
“ B-29s, with ‘P-W Supplies’ paint­ 
ed on their wings, began to drop us 
food parcels, and we stayed in camp 
until we got orders to meet the 
U. 8. troops at Nagoya on Septem­ 
ber 4. 
“ We took a hospital ship from 
Nagoya to Tokyo, and were flown 
from Atsugi Air Field, Tokyo, to 
Manila, by way of Okinawa.
